No. 46~LT.C.(P.N.)/66.—While Afghanistan was for foreign exchange pur- 

g oses treated as a bilateral account country, import of the commodities detailed 
1 the enclosed list was allowed under a special transit procedure without the 
necessity of import control licences. 

2. With the recent Inclusion of Afghanistan in the transferrable account area 
and having regard to the need to conserve the foreign exchange .esources of the 
country, it has been decided to discontinue the special procedure hitherto inforce 
and to extend thei general system of import control to imports from Afghanistan. 

3. In consequence of this dtcislcn, the impoit of these commodities will with 
immediHtc effect, be allowed only against valid import licences. Consignment's dos- 
patched on through consignment from Afghanistan on or before 2Pth October 1P56 
will, however, be cleared against the old procedure. 

4. Established Importers from Afghanistan are advised to apply with usual evi¬ 
dence to the Central Licensing Area, 16, Daryaganj, Delhi and the Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, for the establishment of their quotas. 
Applications based on imports by the land route should be addressed to the Cen¬ 
tral Licensing Area, Delhi, while those based on imports by the sea route should 
be made to the Import Control office In Bombay. Applications based on imports 
by air may be made either to Bombay or Delhi. An affidavit should be attached 
to the application stating that applications have been made to only one of the 
two officers. 

6. In order to enable the traditional pattern of trade with Afghanistan to be 
mamtained to the maximum extent practicable, licensing authorities are being 
advised to issuci supplementary licences in addition to quota licences These 
supplementary licences will be issued on application to established importers on 
an ad hoc basis and such supplementary licences will be valid only for imports 
irom Algnanistan.
